The Kornfield group had tried unsuccessfully to purify 
these enzymes for over 15 years. The two specific antibodies are disclosed 
in the instant application and were deposited. The references cited appar- 
ently do not give one of ordinary skill in the art possession of the two an- 
tibodies.
